Bermuda with a load of “farm machinery" en route to the Dominican 
Republic. A check of the plane by authorities at Bermuda showed that 

it was loaded with machineguns, rather than farm machinery. The 
authorities held it for 20 hours and then let it proceed to its 
destination, Last Friday, 6/5, another DC-4 carried a like load of 
"fara machinery" and was allowed to proceed to the Dominican Republic.»:
